The telegrams we publish ‘today show 
no diminution in the anarchy -prevailing 
in the South of France. The wine-growers 
and the people dependent upon them num- 
ber about two and a half millions, Mont- 
pellier, the centre of the whole movement, 
is a small provincial town. Yet within the 
space ofa day it was called upon to give 
hospitality to at least three-quarters of 
million souls, who had gathered to protest 
against the French Government’s non-allevia- 
tion of distress. The outcome of that meeting 
has had an extraordinary result, M. Marcellin 
Albert, who has been styled the ‘Messiah of 
the Midi,’ so influenced the gathering that it 
pledged itself to hold together to the last, and 
to defend the wine industry by every means in 
its power. 

Following upon this general declaration came 
the announcement that the South of France 
viticulteurs would Pay no taxes until their 
grievances had been promised redress. That 
reminds us of our passiye-resistance crusade 
at home, bnt the French aro impalsive, and 
were not even satisfied with their determina- 
tion not to contribute to the revenue. There- 
fore they gave definitiveness to their move- 
mént by planning the collapse of the whole 
machinery of local government in the districts

CASSA SUSPENDS PAYMENT. 


SIR E: CASSELL AND UNION BANK. 


ALEXANDRIA BOURSE CLOSED. 


The worse has come to the worst and the 
Cassa di Seonto e di Risparmio at Alexandria 
and Cairo has closed its doors. The scene in 
the purliens of the Alexandria Bourse - was 
peculiarly animated this morning ; agitated 
groups of every race and kind discussed the 
situation and all sorts of rumours were bruited 
about. The members of the Committee of the 
Alexandria Stock and Sharebrokers Associa- 
tions hastily assembled and came. to the 
decision that in view of the extreme gravity 
of the situation extraordinary measures must 
be imperatively taken. The Association 
therefore decided that the stock and share 
Bourse of Alexandria should be closed 
and thatit should not be opened again 
until the situation of the Cassa di Sconto| 
e di Risparmio had been accurately determined. 
This momentous step was taken because it 
was feared that if business was conducted as 
usual this morning, the closing of the Bank 
would lead to a heavy fall all round owing to 
panic stricken sellers throwing vast quantities 
vf securities on the market. Owing to the con- 
timnous fall, the scarcity of buyers, and the 
general want of confidence that prevails, it was 
thought that an unprecedented catastrophe 
would ensue if the market remained open. The 
Bourse of Alexandria will be closed therefore 
until further notice. 

The closing of the Alexandria Bourse is the 
subject of diverse criticism. On the one hand 
the Committee are censured for having resorted 
‘fo such an extreme measure, as it is considered 
that it will have a very bad effect on the 
pinion of London and Paris, and the money 
markets of Enrope generally, which will at 
once jump to the conclusion that the state of 
Affairs is far more disastrous than it actually 
is and there will be a universal rush to get rid 
of Egyptian securities. On the other hand 
it is alleged that such a measure as_ the 
closing of the Bourse has often been resorted 
oi the cases of second-rate bourses, as for 
xample, that of Constaritinople, and as more- 
ver sound financial opinion in London and 
ie does not take the Alexandria Bourse 
yery seriously, it does not really matter much 


Lone way or the other. 


+ The interest has been now shifted- from 
Alexandria and Vienna to London. One of 

e. directors of the Union Bank at Vienna 
peti at London this evening in order to 
confer with Sir Ernest Cassell and the im- 
portant group interested in the National 
Bank of Egypt. Sir Ernest is interesting 
himself in the matter and the result of the 
deliberations, which are about to take -place 
in London, will be anxiously awaited in Egypt.

(From Our Own CorREsPoNDENT. ) 
Beyrouth, June 14, 1907. 

The Russian Consul General Prince Gagarine 
and the Princess his wife arrived on Wednés- 
day morning by the Russian mail steamer from 
Constantinople. By the same steamer arrived 
also Prince and Princess Tcherkowski. Prince 
Tcherkowski has just been appointed Russian 
Consul at Damascus where a few years previ 
ously he had been as vice-consul. 

Madame Wassa Pasha widow of the late 
Governor of the Lebanon sailed this morning 
by the Messageries “Senegal” for Constan- 
tinople. A crowd of distinguished friends accom- 
panied her on board with floral tributes. 
Madame Wassa Pasha has been for a few weeks 
a welcome guest at her friend’s Madame Habib 
Dumani, and had come out to Beyrout with 
her two sons Selim and Said Bey to visit the 
tomb of her late hausband, and see the land 
where she had been the object of so much 
honour. The many invitations she had from 
several distinguished people, both Christian 
and Druse, in the Lebanon, who had been known 
to the late Mutessarif, speak well for the lat- 
ter’s faithful and disinterested remembrance of 
past favours. It must be said that Madame 
Wassa by her charmingly unaffected and 
kind ways contributed also to the inspiration of 
such spontaneous welcome. 

In the list of distinguished arrivals should 
certainly be included that of Madame Albert 
Fouques Dupare, the sympathetic wife of the 
highly esteemed French Consul General, who 
arrived this morning by the Messageries steam 
er from France and was welcomed by a host 
of distinguished people and all the consular 
staff. 

Miss Helen Gould, the celebrated American 
milliardaire and philanthropist, has daring her 
recent visit to Beyrout after a trip in the Holy 
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Land, been invited to the Syrian Protestant Col- 
lege. Miss Gould evinced a lively interest in this 
grand institution and in view of the friendship 
that exists between her and Mrs. Rossell Sage, 
who lately endowed the College with the liberal 
sum of 50,000 dollars, it is hoped that a noble 
sense of emulation will divert thereto a part 
of the universal and immense charities to 
which this noble lady has been vowing her life 
and fortune. 

By the death ot the agent of the Russian 
Steam Navigation Company, . Mr. Nicholas 
Catzeflis, a noble character prematurely disap- 
peared. The deceased was distinguished by a 
fearless frankness and an uncompromising 
attitude towards sham traits that challenge 
particular notice in the smooth-tongued East. 
Despite a certain sourness that marked some- 
times his demeanour, and that was caused by 
his chronic gastric trouble, his refined intelli- 
gence and sterling qualities won him a large 
circle of distinguished friends, as the imposing 
funeral attended by most of the Consuls 
General, testified. The late Mr. Catzeflis was 
acting agent for the Russian Steam Navigation 
Company at Alexandria a few years, and the 
capable and scrupulous manner in which he 
helped the Customs authorities at that port to 
fight the subtle hasheesh contrabandists. won 
him the esteem and sympathetic friendship of 
Chitty Bey, whose name’ will for ever live in 
the annals of the Egyptian Customs.

A COMPANY'S SERIOUS POSITION.

Sir, — The opinions, which you published in 
the “Gazette” of the 19th inst., on the position 
of the Company, whoseparlous state is nowcaus- 


ing a great deal of grave anxiety at Ale 


should aronse the board of directors of that 
concern to a sense of their responsibilities. The 
Company in question is one of the very many, 
which have lately been floated in Egypt but 
registered in London for the purpose of evading 
the regulations laid down by the Egyptian 
Government in respect of founders shares. The 
proposition of the directors to offer in settle- 
ment of their liability the cancellation of all 
operations in the shares, by the collection or 


payment of the difference on all transactions, 
basing the value at par, is absolutely inad- 
missible as the shares are now practically 


_} valifeléss, “If the shareholders are so dead to 
-their. own. interests as to permit of sucha 


proposition they deserve no pity. The Company 
is an English one and amenable to the Com- 
panies Act, and it will be therefore no difticult 
matter to set the law in motion in the British 


Consular Court at Alexandria. The subjects of 


other nations, benefitting by the Capitulations, 
who abuse their privileges by keeping gambling 
hells or disorderly houses, have of late led Lord 
Cromer to demand the reform of the Capitula- 
tions, But these offences are venial compared 
with that of using the Capitulations to start 
English Companies, in order that the directors 
may evade their responsabilities, thereby 
bringing disaster on hundreds and thousands of 
unfortunate speculaters and investors, The 
scandal of foisting English Companies on the 
Egyptian public has become very grave during 
the last few months. The Companies Act of 
1900 may be very will suited for a country 
like England where the business and financial 
instincts of the people have been cultivated 
for centuries. But the liberty accorded by 
this Act is totally unsuited to Egypt, where 
there is a public, who know little of finance, 
bat who are impregnated with an extraordin- 
arily keen love of gambling. An example should 
be made to show that the stringency of the 
Companies Act is as severely upheld in the 
British Consular Courts in Egypt as it is in the 
High Courts of Justice. The English are the 
trustees of Egypt and we should not permit the 
law of our own land to be used as a convenient 
cloak for unscrupulous company promoters and 
directors, at the expense’of the ignorant inha- 
bitants of Egypt. In the case of the Company, 
which was the object of your animadyersions, 
here is an excellent opportunity for showing 
Egypt that English Law cannot be treated with 
contempt by directors eager to evade their 
responsibilities. The law ought to be put in 
motion and the responsibilities bronght home. 
I€ Will be an excellent precedent for other occa- 
sions inthe near future.

EGYPTIAN RULERS. 


Following upon the sactilegions invasion of 
the studious calm ot the British Museum read- 
ing-room by the brush and seraper of the decor- 


ator, which sent asad troop of disconsolate 


literary “ghosts” wandering in the outer wil- 
derness, the spring-cleaning charwoman® or 
charman has laid an unwonted hand upon the 
Court of the Egyptian kings. 

Yesterday the aspect of the gloomy gallery 
was strange and ununsual. It is the mission in 
life of the spring-cleaner, male or female, to 
track down dirt and dust and to eradicate 
them with an unsparing and vandal hand. 

The result_proves that a liberal application of 
pure water is as good for Egyptian relics as for 
more modern articles. Those who visit the 
Egyptian Conrt in future will observe on the 
granite countenance of the colossal head of 
Thothmes III., who was King of Egypt a mat 
ter of 3,500 years ago, ablush of health and 
the suspicion of a granite smile not previously 
noticeable. Sekhet, the fire goddess and the 
“Smiter of the Anti,” can now be seen in all 


the beauty of her highly-polished black granite. |’ 


Most of the effigies of this goddess, who is 
generally represented holding the “symbol of 
life,” are in black granite, andthe virtue that 
lies in a good wash is particularly noticeable 
in her case. 

The monuments of the Egyptian kings and 
deities, that lend such grim solemnity to this 
section of the museum, have long been accused 
of uncleanliness ‘They carry the incrustation 
of the dust of the desert, which has been a cn- 
mulating since the world was young, and which 
has been considerably added to since they took 
up their dwelling in London. Travellers declare 
that the monuments that are retained in Egypt 
are considerably cleaner than those in this 
eonttry Thia stigma is now being removed, 
and the grime of centuries is beginning to fall 
from the shoulders of Hathor, the “Queen of 
all the gods ;” from Menthu-ra, the “dwellerin 
Thebes ;” from Hapi, the “god of the Nile,” 
and from Isis, Osiris, and Amen-ra, Rameses, 
Amenhetep, and other Egyptian potentates, 
who have slept too long in their cloaks of dirt, 
are beginning to be seen in new and unsuspect- 
ed colours, and the hieroglyphics that adorn 
the granite sarcophagi are becoming vastly 
more intelligible to earnest Egyptologists.

A REMARKABLE EXPLANATION, ~ 


The Earl of Dundonald, in an interview with 
the “Daily Mail,” made the following state- 
ment of the réasons for his sudden retirement 
from the army, which was announced in our 
special - telegram of the 12th inst. :— 

‘ Why have I retired? Well, I have not 

retired voluntarily from the Army, in which I 
have served since I wag a boy of seventeen. I 
have not retired on account of old age, tor I 
have still some thirteen years before the -age 
clause would affect mein my present rank, I 
have not retired because the Promotion Board 
did not think me worthy of promotion, for TI 
was last year. 
“ T have retired simply because the British 
authorities have offered me no employment 
since I w4s turned out—yes, I prefer the words 
‘tarned éut’—from the Canadian Militia for 
calling attention to political corruption in the 
appointment of officers—corruption that, if not 
protested against by somieone, would be bound 
to destroy the efficiency of that fine body of 
men. For I consider unfairness and favouritism 
is bound to destroy efficiency and take the 
heart out of any military force.”

EGYPT PAST AND PRESENT. 


(FRoM OUR ows Connespoxpeyt). 


London, June 13, 1907. 

Lovers of Egypt and scenes Egyptian should 
not miss the nhique opportunity that is now 
being presented at Messrs. McLeans’ galleries 
ot picking up at a moderate price some charm- 
ing niementoes of the land ‘of the Pharaohs. 
Miss Hadden and Miss McCracken both shew 
an intimate acquaintance with their subject, 
and their pictures reveal the true spirit of the 
Fast, without being marred by that meretri- 
cious gaudiness which so often stamps’ this 
class of work, being soft in tone and not too 
high in colouring. Miss Hadden has’ éon- 
fined herself almost entirely to animals, 
and with no little success, notably in (20). 
“Types of Cairo Donkeys” and (27). A “study 
in expression,” this latter being in our opinion 
a unique bit of animal portraiture She 
would seem’ to be more successful where. 
she treats heads only, than where she takes” 
in the whole animal, this being due: per- 
to an inadequate study of anatomy. 
Nos. (25) and (26) are worthy of special men- 
tion, being paintings of Hathor, Mistress of 
the West, painted by permission in the Cairo 
‘Museum. She has not confined herself éntirely 
to Egyptian subjects and we cannot resist 
mentioning her picture of Penguins at the 
London Zoo, which, displays a keen sense of 
humour as well as an accurate eye for bird life 
in the artist. Miss McCracken has confined 
herself to scenes in town and on the river 
banks, and ofher pictures we can but praise 
the general level .of excellence of them all ; 
they speak to one of the East without Being, if 
we may be pardoned the phrase, offensively 
Eastern. There is neither exaggeration nor 
glare about them. If we had to select any 
particular one for praise our choice woul fall 
on (32) Brass Bazaar, Cairo, but all are excell- 
ent and the show as a whole is well worth a 
visit from anyone who loves Egypt and appre-. 
ciates a faithful depiction of its charms. 


MISSION WORK AMONG SYRIANS. 


The annual meeting of the Arehbishop’s 
Mission to the Assyrian Christians was, held 
last week at Lambeth Palace, The Archbishop . 
of Canterbury, who presided, said that this 
movement aimed, not at ‘converting -people to” 
our mode of faith, bat at strengthening and 
‘restoring perhaps the most ancient Christian 
community in the world. The outlook had 
never been so hopeful as now. ‘These people 
were on both sides of the frontier, and now... 
more on the Turkish than on the Persian. side. . 
The mission’s work at Urmi was, therefore, 
being transferred to Van. There were interest- 
ing movements in connexion with Oriental . 
Churches generally which made it specially 
desirable to strengthen the work at the centre 
of this mission.’ In India there were certainly 


| 500,000 Syrian Christians, now divided into 


discordant and contending. sects; and their 
best. men were seeking Anglican co-operation 
in arranging that their episcopal life should be 
under the guidance of a Bishop ordained ‘by 
the Patriarch, with whom this mission’ was 
working. It was -a difficult and complicated 
question, but a report made by the Rey. W.H. 
Browne, of this mission, on his visit: to the 
Syrians in India gave great hope of snecess. 
The mission’s work was also becoming better 
understood by other bodies of Oriental Christi- 
ans. That great body, the Jacobite Church, 
was feeling its way towards getting some 
guidance and stimulus from the Anglicans. 
At his request, the Rey. 0.H. Parry, the out- 
going head of the mission, had been ‘visiting 
the Jacobite authorities and ‘discussing’ possi+ - 
bilities. The Armenians, too, were Pi ai 
the question of possible intercommunion. Those 
who had studied the questio# would-say that # 
good. many of the Oriental sects ‘owed: their 
independence rather ‘to national sympathies 
characteristics than to any: determined 
adherence to heretical. or doubtful: créeds or 
usages. This mission should ‘be recognized: as 
not merely keeping on their ‘legs a totteriag 
folk who would otherwise collapse, but as | 
setting forward the great cause of unity in the 
Churchi of Christ,- ‘The importance of the work 


was altogether out of proportion to the funds,

TROOPS OCCUPY NARBONNE. 


Paris, June 20. 

Three members of the wine-growers’ com- 
mittee at Argelliers have been arrested, but 
M. Albert and the others have disappeared. 
Gendarmes are searching for them everywhere. 
Yelling crowds stoned the infantry and cavalry 
escorting M..Ferroul to the station at Nar- 
bonne and were dispersed by cavalry charges 

10,000 troops occupy Narbonne. The officers 
were hooted in the streets. Business is sus- 
pended as a sign of mourning. The mob in the 
evening attempted to fire on the sub-prefecture, 
but were dispersed by the troops after an hour 
anda half’s scuffing and charges. (Reuter) 


Panis, June 20.

- culminated in an attempt to ignite the Court 


Honse and.in the stoning of a force of gendar- 
ines, many of whom were severely injured.

GERMANY’S PROPOSAL. 


SAFETY OF RUSSIAN DELEGATES. 


Tne Hague, June 20. 

At the Conference Germany proposed the 
establishment of an International Prize Tribu- 
nal to settle difficulties arising from judgments 
given at the local prize courts.

American Futures. The Market this week 
has been fairly active with frequent fluctuations 
but prices have generally had a declining 
tendency, to-days closing values being 23 } 
points lower for old Crop, and 18 to 22 points 
lower for the New Crop positions, than those 
of last Thursday. The decline is chiefly due to 
a week of fine warm weather generally through- 
out the Cotton area, to liquidation by the 
“Bull” interest, and to some “Bear” manipula- 
tion. It is ditticult to predict the course of the 
market ; there must bea considerable long 
interest yet to be liquidated, but there will 
remain for some tie a great sensitiveness to 
any unfavorable weather conditions, and it 
seems more than probable that we shall he 
liable to frequent sharp fluctuations ; a con- 
tinuance of fine warm weather might easily 
send prices down to 6d plb. ; or on the other 
hand any recurrence of unfavorable conditions 
would certainly cause renewed speculation, 
anda quick advance. .

The following is an abstract of the report 
presented at the annual meeting held in Paris 
on June 4th :-— 

The traffic gn the Canal, which diminished 
slightly in 1905, showed improvement in 1906, 
and slightly exceeded that of 1904, hitherto 
the record year. Thus, although the rate re- 
duction which came into effect on January 1, 
1906, involved a diminution in receipts of 
nearly 10 million franes, the actual decline is 
less than 6 millions, owing to the expansion in 
the traffic. 

The cautions appropriations approved by 
the shareholders for 1904 and 1905 would 
have enabled us to face a less favourable po- 
sition, and we have no hesitation in proposing 
to fix the dividend for 1906 at 141 francs net 
the same rate as for the two preceding years, 
while at the same time making large provision 
for statutory reserve and for amortisation 
funds. 

The total receipts in 1906 amounted to 
111,989,123 francs, or a decline, as compared 
with 1905, of 5,319,074 francs. The loss on 
transit dues, amounting to 5,868,136 francs, 
has been reduced by about 550,000 francs 
owing to an increase in the subsidiary receipts 
ot the Company. The total expenses amounted 
to 42,279,469 francs, including 4,000,000 franes 
for depreciation and 150,321 francs for in- 
surance funds. This is an increase of 1,295,285 
franes as compared with 1905, the greater part 
of which is due to expenditure on the main- 
tenance of the Canal. The balance of receipts 
over expenditure is 69,709,653 frances—adecline 
of 6,614,359 francs as compared with 1905. Of 
this amount 3 per cent.; or 2,091,290 francs, is 
set aside for statutory reserve, leaving a balance 
of 67,618,364 francs, to which must: be added 
15,673 francs brought forward, leaving a dispos- 
able total of 67,634,037 francs. In order to 
maintain the net dividend of 141 francs it is 
proposed to withdraw 3,800,000 francs from 
the special reserve accumulated during the 
two previous years, raising the total amount 
available to 71,434,037 franes. Of this the 
dividend will absorb 71,377,465 francs, leaving 
56,572 francs to be carried forward. It will be 
noticed that the appropriation from. special 
reserve leaves intact more than half of that 
fund, and that the statutory reserve has been 
increased, part of which will ultimately be 
available for dividend purposes. Hence the 
position is such as to assure the continuance of 
the present rate of distribution. 

During the year 1906 there passed through 
the Canal 3,975 vessels, representing a tonnage 
of 13,445,504 tons. As compared with 1905, 
this is a diminution of 141 vessels and an in- 
crease of 811,399 tons. The development of 
the traffic in 1906 is, therefore, due exclusively 
to an inerease in the average tonnage per 
vessel, which was particularly marked last 
year, the average tonnage rising from 3,191 
tons in 1905 to 3,382 tons in 1906. An impor- 
tant modification has recently been introduced 
into the regulations with regard to the transit 
of tank petroleum steamers, which, though it 
did not come into effect in 1906, ought to be 
mentioned. When the transit of such vessels 
was authorised in 1891 the Company confined 
the permission to the transport of refined pe- 
troleam, and excluded raw petroleum and 
essences. Owing to the great importance which 
the development of the motor-car industry has 
given to essences, and of their shipment in 
large quantities from the Dutch East Indies to 
Europe via the Cape of Good Hope, it has 
been found impossible to restrict them from 
passing throngh the Canal, and their transit 
will be permitted in future, subject to such 
conditions as will avoid dangerous risks. 

Both the Port Said and the Maritime Canals 
have been maintained in good navigable condi- 
tion by dredging. A depth of 10.50 metres has 
been kept up, and at the end of 1906 there 
were only a few spots where the depth was as 
little as 9.50 metres, As after the execution of 
the works projected this year the former figure 
will be attained or exceeded throughout the 
entire length of the Canal, it has been decided 
to extend the maximum draught of vessels to 
8.53 metres (28 feet English), the present 
maximum being 8.23 metres (27 feet English). 
A third dredge has been ordered, of the same 
type as that supplied in 1905, which will be 
one of the most important in existence. 

Improvements were actively carried on. in 
1906, including the construction of new basins 
on the Asian bank for petroleum and coal 
vessels, the enlargement of the Cherif basin, 
the reconstruction and lengthening of the East 
jetty and the creation of new basins for the 
general works. Other new schemes of im- 
portance will be begun shortly, which must 


«| necessarily take several years, but which will 


be completed as soon as possible. 

As stated in the last report, the repatriation 
of Russian troops from Manchuria contributed 
to an appreciable extent to swell the receipts 
during the earlier months of 1906. There 
were employed on this service 71 vessels,with 
a tonnage of abont 267,000 tons, which car 
ried more than 120,000 men. After this spe- 
vial transit was over traffic fell to a more 
normal level, but it was continuously active 
during the remainder of the year. The Indian 
harvest of 1905-06 led to the expectation that 
the exports would lead to an import trade of 
magnitude. This anticipation was not realised, 
but there was great expansion in the growth 
of shipmentsfrom Europe to theregions beyond 
Suez, thus affording further proof of the di- 
versity of your traffics, and the way in which 
loss in one direction is counterbalanced by 
gain in another, The great extension recently 
of postal navigation, and of regular services of 
cargo-boats, also contributed largely to the 
successful results of last year, results which 
have even been improved upon in 1907, Many 
ships have passed through the Canal from 
north to south in search of freight at Asiatic 
ports, and their return, which is not yet over, 
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has helped tokeep things active. Generally 
speaking, the sitaation may be regarded as 
satisfactory. 

The directors greatly regret the loss last 
January of their colleague, M. Julien Lefebvre, 
who joined the Council in 1888, and had not 
ceased, in spite of ‘his great age, to work 
assiduously on behalf ot the Company. More 
recently the death of M. Casimir-Perier has 
had to be deplored. As member and as Vice- 
President of the Council he gave the Company 
the benefit of his great experience and of his 
eminent authority. We have appointed M. 
Denis Peronse, formerly inspector-general of 
bridges and roads, and member of the Works 
Consultative Committee since 1893, to succeed 
M. Lefebvre, and M. Lépine in place of M. 
Casimir-Perier.. We ask you to confirm these 
nominations, and to reelect the four retiring 
directors, MM. R. Guiehard and C. Jonnart, 
Vice-Admiral Humann, and Lord Rathmore. 

Appended to the full report, which may be 
obtained on. application at the Company’s 
office, 9 Rue Charras, Paris, are the usual 
statistical tables. These include particulars of 
tonnage and receipts during the last 30 years; 
a classification of the vessels using the Canal 
in 1905, showing the proportion of the total 
traffic due to the various countries and to the 
principal shipping companies ; and the number 
of passengers carried through the Canal in 
each of the last 30 years, besides various other 
particulars.

THE PAN-ISLAMIC MOVEMENT: 


SHEIKH KIDWAI'S SPEECH, 


Sir Charles Elliott presided at the farewell 
dinner given on Tuesday week, at the Carlton 
Hotel, to Sheikh Mashir Hossain Kidwai, hon. 
secretary of the Pan-Islamic Society, on the 
occasion of his return to India. Dr. B, Wahby 
(Egypt) was among those present. 

The toast ot “Shaikh Mushir Hossain Kidwai 
of. Gadia” was proposed by Mr. A. Billal 
Quilliam, on behalf of the society, and by the 
Divan Badri Nath, on behalf of friends, 

Sheikh M. H. Kidwai, in reply, said that he 
should always have the happiest recollections 
of that gathering, which seemed to be rather a 
religious conference than a farewell dinner. 
Every great religion of the world was represent- 
ed at the tables. There were people of different 
colours and races—from Turkey, Persia, Egypt, 
South Africa, Portuguese Indiay and India. It 
was this kind of common fraternity that Pan- 
Islamists wanted to establish all over the 
world, Sir Auckland Colvin recently wrote 
tohim that religion in its essence was “dis- 
ruptive and alienistic;” but he was a Musol- 
man because he believed that Islam’s greatest 
object was to establish a universal brotherhood 
withont any distinction of colour, or race, or 
position, or sex, or age, or country, and he 
had become a Pan-Islamist because he believed 
that the spread of these essential Islamic prin- 
ciples would remove the most unhappy, dis- 
ruptive, and alienistic tendencies of the modern 
age—the race, colour, and country prejudices. 
This society was disruptive in no way. It had 
been his constant desire’ that the English 
people should have friendly relations with the 
Muslims, and that England should be a kind 
of guide towards the way to progress on modern 
lines for the Muslim dominions. He had been 
trying not only to remove the prejudices of the 
Christian people towards the Musulmans, but 
also to unite Jews with Muslims, and.he went 
so far as to urge that, in India, Musulmans 
should not by any means let their friendly 
relations with Hindus be disturbed even though 
they suffered political loss. They called 
themselves Pan-Islamists, not because they 
aimed at any political aggrandisement or 
territorial expansion of Islam, but because 
they wanted to spread the Islamic principles 
and because they wanted to regenerate Mu- 
sulmans. He wished to impress on the 
minds of his co-religionists of Egypt, and 
also upon his Hindu brethren in India, that 
the future prosperity of a nation did not de- 
pend so much upon territorial possessions or 
political achievements, as upon industrial and 
commercial advancement. The Musulmans of 
the. world and the Hindus of India must 
realize fully the fact, that their regeneration 
was impossible unless they and their countries 
progressed economically and financially in 
commerce and industry. It was not only 
Maslins who failed to realize the importance 
of this point. Even English statesmen did not 
pay due attention to it. Germany bad realized 
it, and had abstained from going into de- 
marfstrations against Turkey. She had encour- 
aged Morocco, and, in fact, saved that coun- 
try from the hands of France. Why? Only to 
win the good will of the people of those 
countries, and thus make them her good cus- 
tomers. We should lose India commercially 
if we exasperated the people of that country. 
The sword could not in these days secure 
customers; good customers should be conciliat- 
ed and humoured, not insulted as in South 
Africa, or irritated as in India, Turkey, and 
Morocco. In conclusion, he expressed the hope 
that he might come back to England to fur- 
ther the Mosque and the Anglo-Muslim friend- 
ship club schemes. (Cheers. ) 

Other toasts included the Sultan of Turkey, 
and the Khedive of Egypt.

ELECTRICITY IN TURKEY. 


The British Chamber of Commerce of Turkey 
has forwarded to the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce a statement regarding the probable | 
extension in the near future of the electrical 
industry in the Ottoman Empire. 

English contractors should, it is pointed out, 
take steps’to place themselves in a position to 
tender when necessary. The number of elec- 
trical installations in Turkey is steadily in- 
creasing, and the Government contemplate 
electrically lighting the capital and other cities 
and also undertaking the supply of power for 
the tramways. It is suggested that contractors 
and electrical firms in Great Britain should ap- 
point agents in Constantinople and be prepared 
to send experts to Turkey whenever necessary. 
This is the practice of German and: Belgian 
electricians, and the former have ~ hitherto 
obtained most’of the contracts for the electrical 
undertakings. If British contractors will take 
the same steps they should be able to secure'a 
fairamount of business. It is reported that 
there is at present some disposition on the 
part of the Ottoman Government to favour 
British enterprises,
